2. In response to applicant's argument that the combination of cited references fails to 
present a prima facie case of obviousness. In response, it has been held that a prior art reference 
must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the 
particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis 
for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. 
Cir. 1992). It is not necessary that a "prima facie" case of unpatentability exist as to the claim in 
order for "a substantial new question of patentability" to be present as to the claim. Thus, "a 
substantial new question of patentability" as to a patent claim could be present even if the 
examiner would not necessarily reject the claim as either fully anticipated by, or obvious in view 
of, the prior art patents or printed publications. As to the importance of the difference between "a 
substantial new question of patentability" and a "prima facie" case of unpatentability see 
generally In re Etter, 756 F.2d 852, 857 n.5, 225 USPQ 1, 4 n.5 (Fed. Cir. 1985). Also, See 
MPEP § 2141.01(a) for a discussion of analogous and nonanalogous art in the context of 
establishing a prima facie case of obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103.

3. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. It's the examiner's position that the reference is 
applied herein for the teaching of a novel method and system for responding to requests for 
quality of services and reserving the resources to provide the requested QoS in a hybrid internet 
{packet network)/ telephone switch {circuit network). As present in the last office action, 
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Applicant's attention is directed to Figs. 1-2 of Civanlar for conducting a voice communication 
through a hybrid network which includes a packet internetwork, such as the Internet (packet 
network), connected to a circuit switched telephone network {circuit network). Thus, a hybrid 
network including both a circuit switched telephone network (PSTN) and an Internet-based 
packet voice network (Internet). As shown in Figs. 1&2, The telephone network 100 {voice 
network) is a common carrier network which provides telephone service between customers. The 
voice network 100 may be or include a circuit-switched network, a packet-switched network, a 
data network, an IP telephony network, or include or be a combination thereof. The voice 
network 100 may be the public switched telephone network (PSTN). The voice network 100 may 
operate according to one or more telephony standards such as, for example, Common Channel 
Interoffice Signaling (CCIS), Common Channel Signaling 7 (C7), Signaling System 6 (SS6), 
Voice Over Internet Protocol (VOIP), and Signaling System 7 (SS7) standards. The voice 
network 100 may also operate according to one or more of the communications standards, other 
data communications and/or other telecommunications standards. The voice network 100 may be 
a hybrid network that includes both circuit -switched and packet -switched communications. 

Examiner maintains that the references cited and applied in the last office actions for the 
rejection of the claims 1-11 are maintained in this office action. The final rejection mailed on 
June 13, 2007 is therefore maintained. 
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
